‘The order of the day being called for the fecond reading of the Ben- 
gal Judicature bill, 

Lord Abingdon rofe up to declare, that the bill ought not to have 
Been brought into the Houtfe at fo late a period of the Seffion, that it 
wequired mature deliberation, and was worthy of the attention of a nu- 
merous convention of the hereditary council of the nation. For what 
was the bill? and what was its principle ? It was a bill to indemnify 
Britith fubjeéts in India, for refiting oppreffion ; a conduét which need- 
ed not any bill of indemnity, as refiftance in certain cafes was the right 
and privilege of every free borm fubjea, y 

‘Phe refifiance that had been made by America, was an inftanee of julti- 
fiable refiftance. If the refiftance that had been made to the execu- 
tion of the decrees of the fupreme Court of Judicature had been necef 
fary, there was no reafon for any indemnification. ‘Nhe matters con« 
tained in the bill were various and important; for this reafon, as well 
as thofe above ftated, his Lordthip thought it would be a very rath 
thing to decide finally concerning it at the prefent time. He therefore 
moved, that the farther confideration of this bill be put off till this day 
two months. 

Lord Radnor rofe up to fecond this motion. He contended, that 
the pafling of the bill would be a cenfure om the Judges of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature in Bengal, and that it would: be injuftice to cons 
demn them unheard. It was the principle of the bill to abridge the 
jyrifdi@iion of the Supreme Court, in order to extend that of the 
Governor and Council. This his Lordthip difapproved. The fervants 
of the Eaft-India Company, when under the government and entire 
eontroul:of the Governor and Council, had been guilty of the greatelt 
enormities; and there was nothing fo bad that had not been commit 
ted under their jurifdition with impunity. The luxury and wealth, 
wealth not earned by indeftry, which had been imported from the 
Eaft, had corrupted the morals, and tended to fubvert the principles 
of this free conftitution, whieh being partly republican, depended on 
virtue as its bafis, which is the fpirit of the laws of all republics. We 
could not think fo hardly, his. Lordthip obferved, of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, as to fuppofe we had no reafon, at dea(t; judging 
from our experience of the condutt of. the Governor and Council, to 
fuppofe, that the Judges would in fature acqnit themfeclees-in-fuch a 











manner, as to cccafion mere calamities in Indoftan, than had prevailed 
under the jurifdiétion of the Governor and Council. P 

It would ftill farther:berath and unwife, ro give fentence againft one 
party, at the inftigation of anuther.. It would be alfo derogatory from 
the dignity of the Britifh Government in India, that laws fhould be re- 
pealed (which had béen folemnly enacted by the fupreme authority of 
this empire) merely from the combinations of difcontented people, 
who did not apply fer*réar@fs t6.the Privy Council, but laid com- 
plaints of their grievasicgs before Pirliament, not withopt having ex- 
hibited fymptoms of tamglt and diforder in their proceedings, as alfo 
of rancour and malice, for the ‘complaint ‘which they had made to 
Parliament, had been moft carefully ‘concealed from the Supreme 
Court, againft which it was chiefly aiméd. 

Lord Sr*cmont faid that he felt himfelf very unexpeétedly called on 
to fay fomething in defence of the bill now under their Lordthips 
confideration. ‘The principle of the bill was not, as had been fated 
by the Noble Lord who had fpoken fecond in this debate, to abridge 
the jurifdigtion df the Supreme Court, in order to extend that of the 
‘Governor and Couacil, ‘Fhe principle of- the bill was to provide a re- 
medy for a-very dangerous difeafe; fome expedient that might obviate 
thofe alarming confequences, which were to be apprehended from the 
prefent confufions in India, where the authority of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, at variance with that of thofe who were entrufted with 
the executive powers of government, who had the power of the fword, 
and who give weight, or prevent the efficacy of the Supreme Court’s 
decifions. f 


His Lordhhip declared, that he was not the advocate of the conduct 
of the Company in India, nor of. that of our Eaft Indian fettlements. 
Many and grievous had been the iajaries and calamities inflicted on 
the natives of that country by the rapacity and ambition of fubjeéts 
of the Britith Gévernment./ But this was not the occafton for enter- 
ing into this fubjeét, els be proved (what never could be 
made out), that the, red in the’ Eaft would be continued 
or increafed by the bill Béfore them. 

‘The principle of the bill being as he had reprefented it to be, it was 
doubtlefs fit, that it fhould be confidered in the Committee, where e- 
very clanfe would be well weighed and duly examined by Noble Lords, 
whofe judgment was adequate to every fubjeét that came before them, 
but particularly fubjeéts of the prefent kind. 

The Lord Chancellor, “in a pretty long fpeech, delivered his opinion 
npon the bill, and, though he did not approve of it in toto, thought it 
very proper that it fhould go to a Committee. 

"Fhe queftion was then put, and megatived ; after which the bill was 
committed for Monday.

Peterfourgh, Fune 8. We are afluced that the Field-Mar- 
fhal Prince de Gallitzin, and the Count J, Czernicheff, Vice-

The Minifter from Vienna received an exprefs from his Court 
on Sunday eveniiig lat, and went.next day to Czarfko-Zelo, 
to inform her Limperial Majefty of the contents of his difpat- 
ches. ‘It is faid that they relate to preliminary propofitions of 
peace which the two Imperial Courts have made, or are on the 
point of making, to the belligerent powers, and to the treaty of 
alliance with this Court. , 

Utrecht, Fune 25. We read in fome of the public papers, 
that the city of Amfterdam, not contented with having pre- 
fented, the #8th of laft. month, the memorial that made fo 
much noife, deterntined to take another f{tep far more ferious, 
of which we are very impatient to hear the iffue. The 8th of 
this month, after breaking up of the States.of Holland, two 
Burgomatters of that city, Meff. Timminck and Rendorp, ac- 
companied by Mr Vifler, Penfionary of that city, demanded 
an audience of the Prince Stadtholder, who admitted them to 
his prefence at the Houfe in the Wood. Thefe gentlemen then 
read to his Serene Highnefs, in the name of their principals, 
a memoriaf, in which, after having affured that Prince, in the 
{trongeft terms, of their love, refpeét, and attachment, for his 
perfon, and his “illuftrious family, they moft carneftly begged 
he would remove from’his councils all the perfons, whom the 
nation in genera eonfidered as the caufe of that inaétivity, in 
which the naval forces of this republic have hitherto been held, 
and, in confequence, the caufe of the ruin of its commerce, 
and the lofs of its . The Prince, having heard the 
memorial read, ‘aniwered, that gratitude and other motives ab- 
folutely obliged him not to liften to fuch a propofition, &c. 

Hague, Fuly 1. By aveflel, which has brought 119 pri- 
foners, and eleven paflengers, from St Enftatia, there is a con- 
firmation of the firrender of the colony of Berbices. 

Paris, Fune 25. The miniftry, it is faid, are refolved to 
fend out four more fhips of the line to the Eaft-Indies, which 
will give us a deeided fuperiority there over the enemy. The 
Breft fleet até-yet in ‘the road, M. de Guichen having been 
forced by contrary winds'to return, after he had fet fail. On 
the 11th of,this month, the Majefteux of 110 guns, accompa- 
nied by the Piecieufe-frigate, failed from Toulon, in order to 
join the combined fquadron. Our St Domingo fleet, which 
had put into Corunna, is arrived fafe in Bourdeaux river, un- 
der the convoy of two frigates, 

Nantes, Fuine23. Yelterday arrived im this port, two A- 
merican hips from Edington, in North Carolina, avhich place 
they left the 27th of May. Thefe fay, that a detachment from 
the garrifon of Charleftown attempting to join Lord Rawdon, 
was cut in pieces by General Greene, fo that of goo men, of 
which it confifted, only 100 efcaped, and that Lord Cornwal- 
lis having by a forced ‘march, joined General Arnold at Pe- 
terfburgh, they had deftroyed a great quantity of tobacco. 

They write from Madrid that the Englifh garrifon at Penfa- 
cola had made an unfuccefsful fally, from which they had 
been obliged to retire with great lofs. ‘Fhe Colonel of the 
king’s regiment is the only officer of diftin@ion loft by the Spa- 
niards on this occafion.— Amflerdam and Leyden Gazettes.

Our accounts from thé contment fay, that party fpirit begins 
to rage among the Dutch, and that fome violent commotions 
are apprehended. The very wretched ftate of their navy, and 
the impofhibility of its being put on a refpectable footing for a 
confiderable time, afford no great encouragement to purfue the 
war againft this country. 

The French court have made a formal demand, to the Se- 
cretary of State for the Southern department, for delivering up 
the famous Luke Ryan, now imprifoned in this country as a 
rebel, he being an Irifhman, and haying formerly been in the 
Britih fervice. The plea ufed by the French for fo extraordi- 
nary an application is, that he failed, at the time of his having 
committed the devaftation upon the Englifh trade, with a 
French commifhion, agd therefore ought to be confidered as one 
of their officers, changeable upon cartel.— His Majefty has re- 
ferred the point to the’ opinion and decifion of the Attorney 
and Solicitor Generat; after which a proper anfwer will be 
tranfmitted to the Court of Verfailles. 

Government have received certain information that Monf. 
de Guichen has failed from Breft, and that‘he carries with him 
ten fail of the line more than the fleet under the command of 
Admiral Darby. 

Government are determined to punifh with the utmoft feve- 


. rity fome the Englifh merchants who were difcovered upon the 


conqueft of St Euftatia to have refided there merely for the 
poe of carrying on a fcandalous traffic with the revolted co- 
onies, and even with the French and Spaniards, the natural 
enemies. of this country. For this purpofe two of them have 
been femt over in the fleet under the convoy of Commodore 
Hotham, whofe names are Curfen and Governeur, in order to 
take their trials in this kingdom. Several of their letters have 
been opened, and undoubted proofs have been obtained of their

that they fhould have a complete proof of the fact before they 


- can have any hopes. of obtaining conviction again{t them as re- 


bels, their trial is fufpended for the prefent, until proper evi- 
dence can be procured as to the place of their nativity. 

They write from Cadiz, by way of Gibraltar, that 14 hips, 
bound to the Spanifh Weft-India fettlements, failed from that 
port the 24th of laft month, accompanied by two 74 gun thips, 
one of which is bound to the South Seas, with a valuable 
cargo. 

Advice is received that the Hermione man of war, in going 
round to Breft, in order to take on-board fome difpatches for 


America, run on a rock, and received fo much e that 
fhe had ten feet water in her hold, and funk as foon as they got 


her into the harbour of Breft, and ten men were drowned. 

Commodore Stewart has not failed to join Admiral. Parker, 
as has been reported, having a feparate cruize appointed him in 
the North, to intercept the Dutch Eaft-Indiamen, and other 
fhips of that power, coming North about. 

A fleet was to fail from Jamaica, by appointment, the 25th 
of June; and one from the Leeward Fflands the 6th of July. 

Laft night died at Ely houfe, in Dover-ftreet, in the 68th 
year of his age, the Right Rev. Dr Edmund Keene,- Lord 
Bifhop of Ely. He was promoted to the fee of Chefter in the 
year 1752, and tranflated to that of Ely in 1770. 

Antwerp was formerly the greateft commercial city in Eu- 
rope. One of its merchants, named John Deans, was fo rich, 
that he lent a million of gold ducats to the Emperor Charles V. 
on his bond. He afterwards invited that Emperor to an en- 
tertainment, and making a fire of cinnamon in the room, threw 
the bond into it. It had 2500 ships and veffels lying together 
in its river; 200 .waggons arrived every day with, paflengers 
from the neighbouring countries, and 10,0@0 in a week ufed 
to come from Germany, the Hans Towns, Lorrain, and 
France. Bur the revolt of the Dutch, ~ ag ocking up 
the river Scheld, fo funk their'trade, that t8fy port is without 
fhips, their Exchange without merchants, aiid their trade re- 
moved to Holland. 

As the opening and re-eftablifhing the port of Antwerp is a 
common fubje& of converfation, a fhort account of that city 
may not be unpleafant to our readers :—Antwerp is the capital 
city of a diftri&, called the Marquifite of Antwerp. It lies in 
51 deg. 16 min. N. lat. nearly parallel to Deal, and jis 14 
miles N. W. from Malines, 22 miles N. from Broffels, 28 
miles N. W. from Louvain, 22 miles N. E. from Ghent, and 
33 miles from the mouth of the river Scheld, though by water, 
occafioned by the windings of the river, it is 47 miles diftant. 
It lies in the form of a bow, on the eaft of the river Scheld, 
which runs through it by eight channels, fome of which are 
capable of holding 100 fail of large thips.’ The Scheld is 500 
Flemith ells (675 feet) broad. ‘The depth at low water is 22 
feet, and the tide rifes 12; fothere is fufficient water for the 
largeft fhips at the quays of Antwerp, if the paflage of the 
Scheld was once cleared. The city is about fix miles in cir- 
cumference, it hath 13 gates, eight of which lies towards the 
river, and 74 bridges over the eight canals. ‘The citadel! con- 
filts of five baftions, and is a mile in compafs.

Extrad of a letter from Gibraltar, May 25. 

** Onrthe 27th ult. we had a large convoy from Minorca, 
twenty fail, with provifions, which overftocked us. We have, 
however, been in hot water ever fince; the curfed gun and 
bomb boats, from the other fide, plague us very much in the 
night-time. Yefterday, about two in the morning, they came 
very near, fired upwards of 500 thot and fhells imto the en- 
campment, the South Hofpital and South Barracks ; fome went 
up to Windmill-hill, others to St George’s cave. A thirteen 
inch fhell fell into one of the fheds of Black Town ; there were 
three perfons, Jew inhabitants, in it, who were all killed ; many 
others loft their lives at the fame-time. Numbers of inhabitants 
have quitted the place ; thofe that remain’ aré bliged to retire 
at night to holes and caves in the rock for fafety. Beef-fteak 
cave is as full as it can hold; St George’s’cave by no means 
fafe; thells from the advance works comethere, as well as gun- 
boat fhot. The enemy continue firing. from the lines, but not 
near fo quick as the firft fortnight or three weeks. I do not 
fappofe they exceed 6 or 7000 fhot or fhells in 24 hours ;¥ace 
cording to my calculation, they have expended from 16 to 
17,000 barrels of powder, and from go tu 100,000 fhor and 
fhells : the expénce of thefe articles alone mult be immenfe, 
and yet they have not injured our works in the lea(t; it is true, 


* they have knocked down moft of the old houfes, and damaged 





the others ; but they are as far diftant from taking the place as 
ever. You will be farprifed, no doubt, when I tell you, that 
while I am writing this, a cannon fhot, from Fort Barbara, kill- 
ed aman fitting on the ftep of Southport guard-houfe ; this 
will give you an idea of the elevation of their guns, which can- 
not be lefs than 45 degrees. The men at Rock-guard (which 
is 1300 feet perpendicular height) are as much.expofed to be 
killed. as thofe.on the grand battery, not 50 feet high. A cu- 
rious circumftance happened three days ago3-achell from the 
Spanifh lines fell on a gun at the Church battery, and burft ;
